Most of the priciples emerging 
from the Jong 4 -<ussion of mass 
unemployment 4 .t apply to the 
present situation. Our specialists 
and anti-unemployment techniques 
find themselves in the position of 
a medical squad, fully prepared to 
deal with a cholera epidemic, which | 
finds itself faced with an outbreak 
of chicken pox. 

One characteristic of the present 
variety of unemployment seems to 
be clearly established. The un- | 
trained, undereducated worker is 
the one with the most trouble. 

Another category, with the same | 
basic problem, consists of workers | 
whose skills have been superceded: 
railway workers whose jobs have | 
been eliminated by dieselization; 
workers in woolen textile indus- 
tries whose product is rs? aa 
unsuccessfully, with synthetics. 

Both these groups need training, 
or re-training, to supply them with | 
saleable skills, 


there is nothing we can do to pre- 
vent it, 

We believe that the remedy for 
the situation is not to be found in 
putting more props under the prices 
of farm products, but in removing 
the props that are maintaining farm 
costs, and industrial costs, and liv- 
mg costs at levels that are pricing 
all Canadian products out of the 
markets, even out of the home mar- 
ket.

One of the best guardians against 
erosion of our land by wind or water 
is a protective covering. The trash 
cover residue of previous crop should 
not be burned after the winter pro- 
tection has been provided, 

This trash cover should be kept 
near the surface and can be readily 
incorporated into the soil and will 
continue to protect the soil from 
erosion. 

This residue will break down and 
as it decomposes it inakes available 
plant foods for the growing crops. 

Do not burn the stubble straw in 
the spring, this procedure elimin- 
ates the protection from erosion and 
destroys the organic matter which 
will provide plant food. In addition 
the intake moisture capacity of a 
soil is governed by the organic mat- 
ter content, this factor is importarit 
in preventing water holes develop- 
ing. 

There are a number of problems 
With handling of a heavy trash co- 
ver, after the incorporation of large 
amounts of straw a depressed yield 
will result, This is caused by a 
lack of nitrogen in the growing crops 
at the time this straw is breaking 
down, after the straw is decomposed 
there is more nitrogen available than 
ihe use of commercial fertilizer a 
if no straw had been incorporated. 

This problem can be handled by 
mechanical mix of 1 part 33.5-0-0 
and 1 part 2-48-0 or 16-20-0 de- | 
pending on type of soil you are farm- 
ing. 

Use all measures possible to in-- 
corporate this trash, the burning it} 
off is a short sighted measure, as the; 
problem of trash incorporation the 
following years to burn is more dif-| 
ficult because of the lack of or-— 
ganic and bacterial life.
